To overcome initial resist¬ 
ance to total integration it 
is proposed that neighbors 
of ABC members sell their 
homes to individuals be¬ 
longing to minority groups, 
preferably Negroes. The ABC 
members will vigorously 
support the sale to these 
buyers and will work to al¬ 
leviate any misgivings other 
neighbors may have about 
the situation. This they can 
do if necessary in coopera¬ 
tion with the NAACP or 
CORE. 

To make it easier on the 
general population to accept 
Negroes as their neighbors, 
it is suggested that the ABC :

County Taxes! 


Property taxes levied by local governments in Los 
Angeles County reached $1,118,074,102 for the current fiscal 
year according to S. J. Arnold, Executive Director of Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers’ Association. This is an increase of 32.5 
per cent over the $843,569,045 levied four years ago in 
fiscal 1960. 

This local property tax dollar in the county is split 
between the county itself 27 cents, cities in the county 16 
cents, school districts 48.9 cents, and special districts 
8.1 cents. 

Throughout California property taxes levied by local 
governments reached the appalling total of $2,889,735,512 
for the current fiscal year. This represents an increase of 
41 per cent since fiscal 1960 when the total levied amounted 
to $2,049,711,194. During the same period population went 
up only 17 per cent. 

Of the local property tax dollar statewide in fiscal 
1964, 29 cents goes for general county purposes, 12.7 cents 
goes to the cities, 50 cents to school districts and 8.3 cents 
to special districts. The proportion taken by the schools 
has been increasing over the years as ten years ago in 
1954 only 41 cents of the property tax dollar went for 
the support of the school districts compared with the 50 
cents this year. 

The total levy for school districts in the State during 
fiscal 1964 amounted to $1,443,791,487. This was a 48 per 
cent increase from the $973,950,524 levied for school dis¬ 
tricts in fiscal 1960 — just four years ago. 

Property taxes levied by county governments state¬ 
wide during the current year totaled $838,436,598, an in¬ 
crease of 32.5 per cent over the $632,781,648 levied in 1960. 

Statewide for cities, property tax levies during 1964 
totaled $368,193,735, up 36 per cent from the $270,818,761 
levied in 1960. 

For special districts in California, the property taxes 
levied in 1964 amounted to $239,313,692, an Increase of 39 
per cent from the $172,160,261 levied in 1960. 

"The property tax today is certainly the backbone of 
the local revenue structure,” commented Arnold. "As it is 
levied in the various communities by and for local gov¬ 
ernments close ta the people, it should be very responsive 
to the will of the people. If you don’t like the size of 
your tax bill, speak out now when budget spending plans 
are being made. When the bills come out in November, 
it will be too late for this year.” 

All Pay, No Work 

Although the history of technological progress has 
been that more Jobs result from automation, a group of 
intellectuals, including Pasadena’s controversial Nobel prize 
winner, Dr. Linus Pauling, have come up with a theory 
that machines are going to put us all out of work and 
that therefore the government must pay us all a living, 
as a matter of right. 

Studded with a long list of impressive names, the 
report sent to President Johnson tosses history, prevalent 
economic theory and practice, and the old precepts of 
human initiative, right out the window. Instead, it would 
build an even greater edifice for Big Government; a struc¬ 
ture filled with frightening imperious machines doing 
everything, including, presumably, grinding out the cash 
to pay a flaccid public for not working. 


Less than two months ago 
Freedom At Any Price ex¬ 
posed to its readers the re¬ 
ported Communist - front 
background of Representa¬ 
tive Hale Boggs (D.-La.) 
who is presently operating 
as a member of the Presi¬ 
dential Commission to in¬ 
vestigate the assassination 
of President Kennedy. 

Further probing into the 
activities of other members 
of this so-called “blue rib¬ 
bon" Presidential Commis¬ 
sion, headed by Chief Jus¬ 
tice Earl Warren, leads this 
columnist to the conclusion 
that this investigating com¬ 
mission itself would appear 
to warrant a thorough in¬ 
vestigation. 

Bill Schultz, editor of a 
Washington publica t i o n, 
poses the question: “Who 
will investigate the Warren 
Commission?” Schultz tells 
us that commission mem¬ 
ber Norman Redlich, a pro¬ 
fessor of Law at New York 
University, has a “Com¬ 
munist-front record on file 
in Washington.” 

Schultz further rep o r t s 
that "the files of the House 
Un - American Activ i t i e s 
Committee show that Red¬ 
lich has been Intimately 
connected with the Emer¬ 
gency Civil Liberties Com¬ 
mittee, a group found by 
two Congressional Com¬ 
mittees to be Communist- 
run. 

“A letterhead of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee as late as Octo¬ 
ber, 1963, identifies Redlich 
as a member of the group’s 
National Council. In that 
post, Redlich has argued it 
is unconstitutional to re¬ 
quire Communist leaders to 
register with the Attorney 
General. 

"Redlich has been out¬ 
spoken In his demands that 
the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities be 
abolished. He has been a 
member of the Advisory 
Committee of the New York 
Council to Abolish HUAC 
and has sponsored an anti- 
HUAC rally at New York’s 
old St. Nicholas Arena. 

"Redlich has called the 
House Committee ‘Iniquit¬ 
ous,’ has demanded in ‘the 
name of democracy and sur¬ 
vival’ that HUAC call off an 
Investigation of Communist- 
backed peace groups. 

"Redlich was among those 
domestic leftists who de¬ 
manded executive clemency 
for identified Communists 
Frank Wilkinson and Carl 
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of the people, a sacred vir¬ 
tue, never again to be eval¬ 
uated or clearly defined by 
calmer minds. Security, 
economy, freedom and 
many others have the same 
convenient qualities, as 
words.” 

Leftist connotations put 
to existing words and 
phrases have in many 
cases befuddled the Ameri¬ 
can people. 

Grace Freeman, In a let¬ 
ter to the New York Herald 
Tribune, puts it this way: 
“If it were not so tragic, it 
would be somewhat amus¬ 
ing to watch the pseudo¬ 
liberal Administration em¬ 
ploy the semantics of ‘mov¬ 
ing ahead’, ‘moving for¬ 
ward’, ‘changing with the 
technological times’, ‘climb¬ 
ing out of the mud of the 
status quo’, etc. 

“The truth, of course, is 
that the Administration’s 
cure for all problems is 
simply more status quo; 
more bureaucracy, interfer¬ 
ence and governmental con- 
troy of everything. If it con¬ 
tinues to move ‘forward’ in 
this recessive, repressive 
and reactionary direction, 
we’ll all be bored wards of 
a master state instead of 
viable masters of a servant 
state. I hope we can halt 
this ‘forward’ dragging soon 
or we’ll be all the way back 
to Caesar.
